Now a Deserted Village. 
Port Tobacco clung to Its traditions 
for some years after its water high­ 
way had deserted it because It was 
the county seat. LaPlata, a new and 
growing town some three miles away, 
which had sprung up when the rail 
road came through, was Jealous of 
Port Tobacco’s courthouse. 
LaPlata 
argued that Port Tobacco was declin­ 
ing and herself growing and peti­ 
tioned the legislature to move the 
county seat. 
But tradition was too 
strong and the courthouse stayed at 
Port Tobacco. 
The jealousy of LaPlata w’as not 
abated and, the legend says, finally 
reached a pitch where a group of 
young LaPlata bloods stole into Port 
Tobacco one night and burned the fine 
old brick courthouse. Inasmuch as the

Piscataway is at 
j least three miles from navigable wa-

The town is some fifteen miles 
from Hie nearest railroad and, there­ 
fore. is about as deserted a ghost of 
colonial days as can lie found. 
It has several very beautiful man­ 
sions. 
Some of them stand starkly 
empty, with loose shutters banging In 
the wind. One or two are still kept up 
by survivors of tile old families that 
once flourished there, and a few are 
used as tenement houses by negroes. 
Tile single tiny store and post office 
could not live were It not supported by 
the surrounding country, for the port 
which once had merchants who sent 
shi[)s to England now has not to ex­ 
ceed a hundred souls. 
Dies With tho Farms. 
Yorktown is across the bay on the 
Virginia shore. Its fate Is attributable 
to somewhat different causes. Its wa­ 
ter highway, the York river, has not 
filled up, for the current and tide are 
extremely rapid at that point. 
But 
the washing away of the topsoil has 
impoverished the farms. 
Yorktown 
once was the port of entry for Phila­ 
delphia and New York, being regarded 
as an Important pluce. 
Today It lias 
a population of 300, half negro.

was loosened and the rain of each 
your washed It down into the streams. 
Three centuries of this erosion gradu­ 
ally have filled up tile streams. 
The 
riverside and bayside cities which once 
throve on the shipping of the products 
of the farm did not keep up with the 
erosion of the land. 
Tile result was 
that the streams filled year by year 
until the channels were clogged and 
what once were noble waterways now 
are narrow creeks. 
Soil and Streams Ruined. 
This erosion, which was despoiling 
the rivers, the highways of commerce, 
also was washing off the rich, fertile 
top soil. 
Therefore the land which 
produced the crops, the object of com­ 
merce, disappeared In company with 
th# streams. 
It was Inevitable that 
the cities should decline with both 
their means of commerce and the com­ 
modities of cbmmerce taken away by 
this operation of natural forces set In 
motion by the plow. 
Whsn the Romans took Carthage 
they tore down tile buildings, sowed 
salt upon the site and plowed it under. 
The lost cities of southern Maryland 


b o lese have been plowed under. There 
are three excellent examples of these 
ptacee, Bladensburg, Port Tobacco and 
Piscataway. 
Bladensburg was a port to the 
wharves of whleh came great mer­ 
chant ships from England that sailed 
up the Potomac and followed Its east­ 
ern branch to the port which was a 
city long before Washington was even 
planned. 
Today no craft larger than 
a small motorboat can get up as far as 
Bladensburg and, after a dry spell, 
even such a small boat Is likely to 
ground. 
Thriving Port Near Extinction. 
Bladensburg was a thriving port of 
entry, a great tobacco shipping point. 
It boasted hotels nnd warehouses and 
numerous beautiful colonial mansions, 
several of which still stand. Today It 
Is a /Mage of small population and 
probably would have disappeared al­ 
together were it not for the fact that 
It is near Washington. 
Probably the most interesting of the 
lost cities Is Port Tobacco, Old maps

Tile very activity and 
prosperity of Hie early days hastened 
their decay.

The people of Siam art vtry fond 
of keeping monkeys of various kinds 
as pets.

Gnake River Canyon Is 7,000 Feet Deep 
and Seven Mi lee Aeroee the Top— 
8ucceeeion of Whirlpools, 
Caecadee and Falla. 


Waitsburg, Wash.—A geological ex­ 
pedition from the University of Cali­ 
fornia has gone Into the world’s deep­ 
est rock cleft In an attempt to thor­ 
oughly explore the rugged mazes of 
Snake River canyon, In some respects 
more remarkable than the Grand can­ 
yon of the Colorado. It is deeper than 
the Grand canyon and It is practically 
Inaccessible to all but the hardiest and 
most 
well-equipped 
climbers. 
There 
are no trails, and the river Itself can­ 
not be navigated. 
The most rugged and deepest por­ 
tion of the canyon lies between the 
Seven Devils range and the Wallowa 
mountains. 
It is from 6,000 to 7,000 
feet deep and seven miles wide across 
the top. At the point there Is a sheer 
slope from the snow-capped peak of 
the range 9,(HK) feet high, to the boll­ 
ing .surface of the Snake river. 
The cross section of 7,000 feet of 
the earth’s crust is a marvelous field 
of study for the geologist. 
The top 
and thickest layer is basalt; older 
rocks are mineralized, and contain 
prospects of copper, silver and gold. 
The deposits of these metals have lured 
many corporations to attem pt exploita­ 
tion, but the terrific heat in summer 
and cold in winter and the tremendous 
cost of building tunnels and setting 
machinery have prevented. 
This portion of the Snake river has 
never been descended with rafts or 
boats. 
The gorge is a succession of 
whirlpools, swift cascades and falls. 
The expedition, taking advantage of 
the lowest water in the river for a 
decade, Is following the gorge In the 
riverbed on horseback and afoot. 
An estimate of a narrow-gauge rail­ 
road up the canyon Involves such tre­ 
mendous expense that all thought of 
it has for the present been abandoned. 


HOW 


CITY 
OF 
CAIRO, 
ILLINOIS. 
GOT ITS EGYPTIAN NAME.— 
Why is Illinois’ most southern 
city named Cairo, while various 
ether nearby points hark back 
to the land of the Nile, and why 
is the whole southern part of 
the state popularly known as 
“Egypt?” 
The story of how Cairo, stand­ 
ing Importantly at the junction 
of the Mississippi and the Ohio 
rivers, came to acquire its name 
is more than IOO years old. Judge 
John M. Lansden of that city, 
who has written a “History of 
Cairo,” recalled it. At that early 
date Ivaskaskia was the capital 
of the Illinois territory. 
“Cairo was planned at Kas- 
kaskia 
in 
1817,” 
said 
Judge 
Lansden, “and a charter was 
granted its promoters or incor­ 
porators* by the territorial leg­ 
islature January 9, 1818, almost 
a year before the state was ad­ 
mitted into the Union. 
They re­ 
garded the junction of the riv­ 
ers here as a grand site for a 
great 
city and thought it re­ 
sembled the site of Cairo on the 
Nile, and hence their use of its 
name for their proposed city. 
“Such was the origin of the 
name and there followed it at 
distant intervals the towns or 
villages, all within thirty miles, 
of the Egyptian names of Alex­ 
andria, 
Thebes, 
Dongola 
and 
Karnak. 
Cairo may be rightly 
said to have given them their 
names. 
Alexandria ceased to 
exist long years ago. 
“The name ‘Egypt’ as applied 
to southern Illinois Is tradition­ 
al only. 
It and all the other 
names followed Cairo in order 
of time, and it may be Cairo 
had something to do with ap­ 
plying tile name to this part of 
the state, but the better account 
is the long-accepted story of go­ 
ing down into Egypt for corn. 
as did Joseph’s brethren many 
centuries ago.”

How the Name, Now in Universal Use, 
Came to Be Applied to Electrical 
Apparatus. 


Most persons who use the word 
“trolley” do not know the origin of 
this term, or why this name was given 
to the apparatus by which the elec­ 
tricity is conveyed from an overhead 
wire. 
Seventy years ago the word was 
used to designate “a form of truck 
which can be tilted, for carrying rail­ 
road materials or the like.” 
This Is 
the only definition of the w*ord in a 
dictionary of the edition of 1848. 
In an edition of 1892 three other 
definitions are added: 
I. “A narrow 
cart that is pushed by hand or drawn 
by an animal.” 
It is noted that this 
meaning of tile word is in use in Eng­ 
land, not iii the United States. 
2. “A 
truck from which the load is suspend­ 
ed on some kinds of cranes.” 
This 
meaning is technical 
and 
employed 
only in speaking of machinery. 
3. 
“Electric 
railway. 
A 
truck 
which 
travels along the fixed conductors, and 
forms a means of connection between 
them and a railway car." 
It is easy to see how the primitive 
form of the electric trolley, which 
travels upon the wires, came to re­ 
ceive Its name from its resemblance 
to other types of trolley; and the 
name, having been Immediately given 
to this primitive form, was naturally 
retained when the method of connec­ 
tion was changed from a little truck 
moving on a w*ire to a mast having at 
Its end a wheel pressing on the low*er 
surface of the wire.—Philadelphia In­ 
quirer. 


How Lamps Warn Miner*. 
The standard type of miner’s lamp 
has been improved by an Austrian 
mining engineer so that It acts as an 
infallible detector of th# presence of 
inflammable gases In the atmosphere 
and gives warning by emitting a loud 
singing note. 
The action of the de­ 
vice la dependent upon the fact ihat a 
gas flame, inclosed within a tube, both 
ends of which are open, will “flutter” 
and emit a high-pitched note lf the gas 
is fed in too great quantities. 
The 
feed in the new lamp Is so regulated 
that the supply of gas is held just be­ 
low the point at which singing would 
occur. 
Should the atmosphere sud­ 
denly become charged with Inflamma­ 
ble gases, these will enter the tube of 
the lamp and, burning, cause the flame 
to flutter and sing.—Popular Mechan­ 
ics Magazine.

most

plate. 
The removed scales, however, 
are found to register on a plate.

probably will be asked in the next In 
iinn appropriation hill. 
The American Red Cross, at the re­ 
t e s t of the Interior department, re­ 
cently assigned three trained nurses 
to the Indian bureau for one year, as 
die first step in Commissioner Burke a 
program. 
In addition, plans for en 
larged school facilities to educate 20,- 
OOO children of school age not now it. 
school are being worked out. 
Ap­ 
proximately 0,000 of this number be­ 
long to the Navajo tribe and have 
never been to school. 
Will Survey C o n d itio n s. 
The nurses assigned to the Indian 
service, It was said at the Indian bu­ 
reau, 
would 
survey 
conditions 
on 
reservations 
and 
demonstrate what 
may 
he 
accomplished 
by 
women 
trained in nursing and welfare work. 
Thus It is hoped to lay the foundation 
for asking congress for an appropria­ 
tion to enable the bureau to employ 
on the reservations women of a high­ 
er grade for matrons and general field 
service. 
“There 
is 
a 
great 
opportunity, 
C'oramisstoner Burke said, “for improv­ 
ing home conditions among Indians 
and for teaching sanitation abd look­ 
ing after the health of children. 
One 
nurse will be stationed on the Pine 
Ridge and Rosebud 
reservations In 
South D akota; the two others will go 
to the Southwest, and work among 
the different Indians In Ariiona and 
New Mexico. 
This Is only part of a 
general plan adopted by the Interior 
department for Improving and better­ 
ing conditions among the Indians. 
Take Up Education. 
"Another subject that is leceiving a 
prent deal of attention Is that of edu­ 
cation—building up the schools al 
ready In the service. Increasing the 
attendance to their full capacity, and 
strengthening the personnel. 
An in­ 
crease in the estimates for education 
will be submit tm] in the hope that 
congress will respond iii view of D-4* 
demand.

school plants by porch and other cheap 
construction, and it is also hoped that 
tw o abandoned military 
posts.

Both of these posts are 
desirable and well located, and should 
care for probably 1.000 pupils. 
“The Interior department and the 
Indian bureau are giving much atten ­ 
tion to health conditions at the sever­ 
al Indian schools and upon the differ­ 
ent Indian reservations, and the pres 
ent policy is to try to have at least 
one hospital on every reservation with 
a capacity sufficient to care for the 
nick, and particularly Indians that are 
very aged and infirm 
and

m eans or homes where they can be 
comfortably and properly cared for.
